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planting Chriftian Knowledge, and the 
Proteftant Religion in Scotland—Sioce what 
little. Knowledge of Religion is {pread in 
thofe Parts, is owing wholly to the Romifh 
Clergy,ané not tothe Epifcopal Proteftants. 
Of ali which I fhall [peak more at large here- 
after. 
Peden: You may obferve, how that 
while the eftabiifh’d Church is Presbyterian, 
and while the £pifcopal People cry out of 
Perfecution The Epilcopzl Heretors, 
Gentry, and Gommonalty, in every Place 
where they can, abufe che Minifters, keep 
back the Teinds, or Tithes, pay thofe that 
are paid cosruptiv and arbiitrarily 
Opprefs the Church, prevent the planting 
of Minifters in the difficulteftand darkeft 
Parts, and as muchas lics in them difcou- 
rage and difcountenance, not the planting 
the Presbyterian Church only, but really 
the fpreading and planting Chriftian Know- 
ledge in general in the Country. 


For the Particulars wherecf, I referg the 
Reader ta the following Paper. 


A Reprefentatiom given in to the General 
Affembly of the Church of Scotland, by 
Mr Martin Macpherfon, Commiffioner 
jrom the Presbytery of Skye, 


Humbly Sheweth, 

1 Hat the Presbytery of Skye being 

hemm’din upon the one Side by a 
great Body of Papifts, without fo much as a 
Mixture of Protefiants living among them, 
have within their own Bounds at leaft two 
Thowland Papitts inhabicing whole and en- 
tire Countries, Viz. Knodort, Egg, Moror, 
Cana, South Viste, and Barra, the moft Parts 
of the Jfle of Meick and Roum, and who are 
animated by Popifh Heretors and Romifh 
Priefts,-to continue in their Superttition 
and Jdolatry, befides a Mixture of Papilts 
in all the Parifhes within their Bounds, 
except One. 

g. That the Presbytery of Stye confifting 
buc of fix Presbyterian Minifters 3 there are 
refiding and officiating within their Bounds 
feven Popilh Priefts atleafk, viz. Mr. Mate 
lenan, aud Mr. Dalgleifh in Kodort, Broyr. 
Neil, .« + ja Moror, Callum, Macplice in 


Egg, and the adjacent Continent, Mr. Gor- 
done in South Vifte, and an other in the 
Land of Benbeculas Houle, and the Seventh 
in Barra. 

3. That in the whole Bounds of the Pref 
bytery of Skye, confifting of 11 Paroches, or 
rather Provinces, capable even asta the 
Number of Souls, of being ere&ted into 42 
Peroches, and as to the Extent of Bounds 
capable to be ereéted into 24, and few 
enough 3 there are no publick ftaading 
Schools but one ia the Ifle of Skye, lately 
ereéted by the deceas’d Laird of Macleod, 
with a Salary of so/. Scots, and an other at 
Storsoway in Leuss with aSalary of 804. Scots, 
fo chat inevitable Ignorance muft abovod 
to the Ruin of Souls, and great Detriment 
of the Country. 

4. Tha: there being but two Paroches in 
the great and ({pacious Ifle of Leuss, there 
is a Corner thereof call'd Ujg, capable of 
being ere&ted into a Paroch, both as to the 
Number of Soul; and Extent of Bounds, a 
good Part of which Corner is 16°Miles 
diftance from the neareft Place of Worhhip, 
which Corner is fo ill feated, thatit is dif- 
own’d to pertain to any Paroch whatfome 
ever; the only Neighbouring Miniftec 
Mr. Allan Monfone, declaring, that itis no 
Part of his Paroch; yea, a R. Brother of 
our Presbytery, who had Occafion to go 
to that Country, judicially narrating be- 
fore the Presbytery with a great Deal of 
Serioufnels, that the forefaid Neighbouring 
Minifter gave it to him under his Hand, 
that he difown’d that Corner to belong to 
his Charge 5 fo that here is a Place within 
the Bofom of a Chriftian Conftituce Church 
abfolutely without the Gofpel, yea in which 
the Gofpel was never yet planted; the 
Confequence is alfo obvious as (2d. 

5. There are Fonds in the fore faid ifle of 
Leuws for ereéting che forefaid Corner in a 
Paroch, yea,and for more pious Ufes too. 
But the Family of Seaforth, who have no 
Title to the Tithes of that Country, either 
Parfonage or Vicaridge, by their Influence 
upon the former Miniftefs, engag’d them 
toaflign their Tithes to the faid Family, 
for a certain Sum of Money to be pay’d to 
them yearly in Jieu of their Stipends ; fo 
that the Earl of Seaforth fets the pisrite 


of that Couatry yearly at 2000 Marks Scots, 
which is more than is now pay’d to the two 
Minifters of Lewis for their Stipends, and 
‘the School: Matter of Stornoway for his Sa- 
Jary, and have alfo in the mean time en- 
corporated the Paiftnage to the Land Rent, 
which at amedeft Galculation may be rated 
at 2000 Marks more; fo that it appeers, 
that there is two Thoufand Marks of Con- 
cealmént, which if recover’d, would ‘tend 
much to che Defign of propagating cf Chri- 
ftian Knowledge. 

6. That they have no modify’d Stipends 
according to Law in chat Place, there ha- 
ving sever been Decreets-of Locality, pafs’d 
in Relation to thefe Bounds, except the 
Paroch of Glenelg, which lies on the Contie 
nents fo that when Lands fall wafte, which 
is too frequent there, the Minifters are de- 
frauded proportionally of a Part of their 
Stipends, to their great Detrimenc, and 
in fuch Parookes as, pay IpfzCorporz, (we 
fhould rather fay a Shadow theggof): the 
Minifters are mightily isjue’é jn che.Quaa- 
tity of the'Species teindzble, by detaining 
from them perhaps the Half that is due’to 
them by Law, tor they get not the Sheef, 
butare fain to compound, and tho’aTenants 
Crop might really be vallu’d to 100 Boles, 


q fo that the Tiches thereof fhould be 10 Boles, 


the Minifter is thought to be difcreetly and 
honefily dealt wich if he gets 5 Boles, and 
that very ill pay’d ; and tho’ a Tenant 
fhould have 100 Milk-Cows, the Produé 
of which for 15 Dafs pertain to the Minai- 
fier, according to the true Rules of Jp/s 
Corpora, he'll give no more but the Produtt 


of 30, or perhaps lefs, and this Humour 


‘mut be yielded to for Peace Sake 5 and as 
the Minifters are prone in the Quantity, 
fo they are wrong’d alfo ia the Quality of 


the Species, they receive, which ase for 


the moft Part fo naughty and unfofficient, 


that they are not forthe Mercat, yea fcarce-° 


Wy for any Ufe; and confequently Minifters 
Stipends are fo ineffe@ual, that there is no 
_ Minifter within the Presbytery, except one, 
who has the modif)’d Stipend, that may 
- fafely venture his Credit for 100 Marks 
upon his Stipend, whereby Minifters are 
kept conftantly in fuch puzzling Straits, 
_ that chey cannot keep Presbyteries, Synods, 
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or Affemblies, and there isno Hope of re- 
drefling this Grievance withouta Valuation 
of Teinds amongft us, yea, andthat fuch a 
Valuation as might conftitute the Here- 
tors, the only Pay-mafters of Tithes. This 
was defirable, not only for the comfortable 
Settlement of the Miniftcrs, but alfo for 
the Saccefs of the Gofpel. - 

7. That the Paroch of “Simzort is come 
fhort of the Jegal Stipend, it being but 600 
Marks, the reft being partly exa&ed by 
the Liird of Macleod for his own Ule, 
there being a confiderable Part of the P<- 
roch belonging to Macleod, out of whi 
heexaéts the Proportion of Tithes payable 
by them to the Minifter of Simzort, and 
partly detain’d by Sir Donald Mucdonald, 
there being Lands to the Vallue of 110 
Marks by Year, belonging to the {aid Sir 
Donald within that Parocb, of which the 
Minifter gets no Teinds, tho’ the Propri- 
etor ofthat Land has no Pretence of Right, 
either in Writing, or orberways, to that 
Immunity. 

8. That the Cafe of the Paroch of Marrs 
being a Vacancy, ‘is alfo very clamant, be- 
ing at fuch a great Diftance, that it can- 
wot be fupply'd by Neighbouring Minifters, 
nora Pro{pe& of getting it planted in hafte, 
becaufe of the followiag Difcouragements. 
1. The Incompetence of the Stipend being 
but’ fix hundred Marks’ Scots, nominate, 
aod not fo much effe&tual: 2. The“ Dif- 
contiguity of the Bounds, by Reafon of 
which the Minifter muft preach in feven 
different Places, and pafs the Sea to-them 
all. 3. The Danger to which the Mini- 
fier is expos’d betwixt the Iflands by 
Shelves and rough Seas. 4. The great 
Expence the Minifter muft be at in exer- 
ciling his Minifterial Work, for he muft 
keepa fufficient Boat, and four able Hands 
at leaft, for tran{porting him from Ifland 
to Ifland.
